This Kchenie,of 
course, is subject- to variation, and once or 
twice n year, or upon some extraordinary 
national event, is replaced by another, in 
which the number of the tickets is greater 
or smaller and their price is doubled or 
trebled, iho prizew being proportionately in- 
creased. 
On one occasion, the capital prize 


was half a million of dollars. 
As upon the 


very first occasion, all the drawings are held 
publicly in the court yard of the old custom 
house, aud the government still reserves one 
quarter of the receipts for the expenses and 
profits of the state. The remaining three 
quarters, at present £480,000, is distributed 
among 8(2 prizes, nineteen of which aro for 
approximations to the number drawing the 
capital prizes. 


Every precaution has been taken lo have ft 


perfectly fair drawing, and tho Havana 
lottery is doubtless, in this respect, the 
most perfect of its kind. 
The modus 


operand! is as follows: On the day previ- 
ous to tho drawing the numbers which wero 
taken from the wheel or globe nt the draw- 
ing immediately preceding, and which, to- 
gether with the balls marked with the prizes 
drawn from another globe and strung on 
wires, arc locked iu cases, aro solemnly and 
publicly returned (o their respective wheels, 
which are carefully locked. 
The black- 


boards, upon which the numbers and prizes 
nre written down, are wiped clean,and every 
preparation is made for tho drawing to tako 
placo ear]3'the neit morning. The proper 
officers are then assembled, and, with n 
number of reporters, are seated at tables 
on a stage erected under the arches of tho 
old -custom-house. 
Several 
boys from 


tho foundling asylum are 
present, and 


on one side 
of 
the 
stage 
stands R 


huge glass glubo about six feet in diameter, 
covered with a netting of wire nnd turned 
by a crank. The globe contains the 32,000 
numbers. On the other side of the stage is 
n smaller wire covered glass globe, which 
holds tho S'J:; balls marked with the prizes. 
The drawing commences by a thorough 
shaking up of tho balls in both globes,which 
aro turned by stnlwnrt negroes. 
A spring is 


touched by onn of tho olih-c-rs present,which 
allows one bnl] nt n time lo drop nnd run 
along a small glass channel into n cup. 
Tho 


two charity boys, who «ro concerned in the 
proceedings, take, ouo the number and the 
other tho ball marked with tho prize which 
the number drawn at tho same time is en- 
titled to, and nfter exhibiting thorn to tho 
officers present, call them out twice in a 
loud voice to Iho public,one calling the num- 
ber and tho other announcing the prize. 
When tht prize happens to bo one of tho cap- 
ital prizes the boys call out thrice,with a littlo 
extra lung power. A marker is kept busy at 
tho blackboard. Every few 
minutes the 


wheels nro turned. Iho larger one requiring 
huge efforts and tho smaller ono revolving 
briskly and milling iho. balls like benns in n 
buttle; the charity boys nnd markers are 
occasionally relieved by others, find in this 
nmnner the drawing continues until all tho 
prizes have romu forth. 
Formerly tho 


globes wcro of wood, and tho boys each with 
his nrm encased in along black stocking, 
thrust his hand through n small aperture in 
tho wheel to extract tlio bull. 
Jiut at pres- 


ent every precaution is taken to prevent tho 
slightest suspicion of foul piny. 
Tho ball is 


seen and heard to drop from tho glass globe 
into a glass channel, rind then i f tor the num- 
ber and prize nro culled out, strung on wires 
and locked in cnsos until tho succeeding 
drawing, when nil tho samo formalities aro 
again gone through with. 


The annual income to tho government, 


from this source of revenue alono, is nenrly 
throe and ft half millions of dollars. From 
tho three drawings hrld in ISlL 
1, tho date of 


the OKtiiblishmput of tho lottery, which 
yielded SSO.OOO to the government, tho 
number of drawings and ticket*^ nnd conse- 
quent revenue, havo steadily increased year 
by year, until attheprcponttime tbe annual 
number of drawings is twenty-one, with an 
occasional extraordinary drawing. Deduct- 
ing one-qunrter from the ,",2,000 'tickets sold 
at §20 cnch, thoro is $I.S(),000 loft to he dis- 
tributed as prizes, tho government reserv- 
ing to itself $1(;0,000 at each drawing. Uc- 
sidta this amount, there are prizes won by 
tickets unsold or returned to government by 
its sub-agfiits find the pri/cs uncalled for, 
which expiro by limitation at tho end of two 
yonrH, (ill of which go to swell tho revenues 
of tlio troftsury, which may bo roughly esti- 
mated nt $10,000 per diom.
